The law requires one piece (silver) for each 2000 pieces or any fractional part of the 
same. Our drafts are of $1000 each, in dimes 10,000 pieces, which is five reserves to each draft. 
Hence we counted the short draft of $322.90 as a full draft, and hence we complied with the 
mandate and purpose of the law — as we have always done in similar cases. The law says “not 
less than one piece for each 2000 pieces”, and fractional part thereof.
